a t N ortham pton, Mass., have become 
ardent patrons of field hockey.

eral hundred enthusiastic young wom­ 
en of athletic inclinations have formed 
them selves into team s, and an Inter­ 
collegiate association is mara to be 
formed. 
Men, too, are evincing a live­ 
ly interest in tile game.

It also has an advantage,

by boys and girls, men and women, 
and in England m ixed tournam ents are 
particularly popular. 
It is Miss Apple- 
bee’s intention to endeavor to get tile 
different golf clubs to tak e up this E ng­ 
lish gam e as an adjunct to the gam e of 
golf, for in this w ay the wom en folks 
will become more interested in physic­ 
al developm ent.

A lthough the gam e can lie traced 
back to 1527 In E ngland and 1387 in 
France, it w as only in 1873 th e Men’s 
H ockey association w as form ed and 
placed upon a sound basis. In 1886 the 
first w om en’s hockey club w as started, 
and it gradually becam e a favorite 
sport am ong Englishw om en. It w as In 
1893 th a t tile Ail E ngland W om en’s 
Hockey association w as form ed, and 
from th a t until th e present day it has 
been popular throughout G reat B rit­ 
ain.

T he longer lines are called the 
"side lines" and the shorter ones the 
“goal lines.” 
Across the ground, fifty yards from 
each goal line, is m arked th e "center 
line.” Each half of the ground is again 
divided by a line called the "tw enty- 
five yard line.” 
Five yards inside each side line is 
marked a dotted line, parallel with the 
awe line Tuts Ii called the "fire yard 
toe.” 


In a book Miss Applebee has w ritten, 
entitled "E nglish Field Hockey For 
Men and W om en,” she describes the 
mode of play as follows: 
The game is played by twenty-two play­ 
ers, eleven on each side, but where there 
is difficulty In getting the full numbers 
the respective captains may decide to 
play with twenty or eighteen. 
A regula­ 
tion match game should be played with 
the full number on each side. Each eleven 
consists of five forwards, three halfbacks, 
two fullbacks and a goal keeper. 
rile live forwards stand close to the 
center line. 
Their feet and sticks must 
Ire inside the line—that is. nearer their 
ow n coat than Hie ball. which is placed 
on the line. 
The remaining plas ors are 
Stationed as provided for in the official 
rules. 
The game starts with tile ball being 
"bullied off" in the center of the ground 
b> the two center forwards. 
The ball is 
placed on the line. and the two forwards 
who are bullying stand with one foot on 
cither side of the line facing each other 
ami standing square to the side line. 
The center halves and left and right in­ 
side forwards on the blowing of the whis­ 
tle for the bully close up to watch it, each 
one ready to take the ball should it come 
in r way. 
The center forward getting the ball will 
j o to pass it out to either of her own 
i I islde players, who. on getting possession 
of it. will "dribble" it up the field until 
met by an enemy, when she will, by a 
qui. k stroke, pass it out to the wing 
player, in this way keeping a straight line 
anet followed by their halfbacks In s k il­ 
ful and clever passes and dribbling the 
forwards get the ball into the "striking 
circle.” XVhen once the ball is Inside this 
circle, a goal can be scored. All five for­ 
wards then concentrate their energies on 
"shooting n goal," the goal keeper and 
fullbacks endeavoring to send tho ball 
well out of the circle to their "wn half­ 
backs. who are waiting to pass it down to 
their own forwards.

mission adjourned for the day the 
Kev.

the witness stand.

INDEPENDENTS MAY SELL OUT. 


Nothing Can Ba Laarned Regarding 


Reported Settlement Outaide of Com* 


mleelon— Mr. MacVeagh Feare Tee* 


tlmony W ill Increase Bitterness. 


Scranton, Pa., Dee. 6.—Tho lawyers 
of the mine workers continued to call 
witnesses yesterday before the strike 
commission to testify to the alleged 
blacklisting methods pursued by sev­ 
eral coal companies In refusing to re­ 
employ strikers who took a nit re prom­ 
inent part in the affairs of tho mine 
workers’ union during the recent sus­ 
pension. 
All of them sold they had 
been employed before the strike, but 
were refused their old glaces after the 
strike was ended. 
In most cases, ac­ 
cording to the testimony, no satisfac­ 
tory reason was given why they were 
not taken back. Two blind men. who 
were also otherwise badly Injured by 
underground 
explosions, 
were 
pre­ 
sented as living evidence of the dan­ 
gers In the mines. 
When the com­ 
mission adjourned for the day the 
Rev. J. J. Curran, the Roman Cath­ 
olic clergyman of Wllkesbarre. who 
took a prominent part In the miners’ 
cause during the recent strike, was on 
the witness stand. 
Only one session 
was held to-day, adjournment being 
taken at I p. rn. 
Nothing could be learned here yes­ 
terday with* reference to the reported 
efforts at a settlement outside the 
commission. 
None of the attorneys 
for either side professed to know any­ 
thing about any contemplated move 
In that direction. 
Wayne McVeigh, 
who Is representing the Erie coal 
properties, was the only attorney in 
a position to know who would talk 
about the matter. 
He left here, ac­ 
companied by Commissioner Perker, 
at 3:35 yesterday afternoon over the 
Lackawanna railroad for New York.

The root stalk bas scales and buds, 
some-of which devote their energies to 
the shoots above ground, others to 
strengthening the mother stalk, so it 
would indeed be a task to grub them 
out entirely, even lf one desired to do 
80. 
To return to the more visible blos­ 
soms which we know and love so well, 
they are evidently created to use aud 
to be used by small Insects—small 
bees. 
There are the brilliant adver­ 
tising color, the down on the petals to 
aid the small creatures and the well 
marked roadway of dark lines leading 
down from the open door into the 
honey cup, the reddish knot below the 
flower which children like to nibble 
because it is sweet. Eveu the curving 
stem and the shape itself poiut to the 
fact that it was intended to be ferti­ 
lized by visiting insects which in their 
journeys carry pollen from one bloom, 
dust it on the pistil of the next aud 
thus aid the great work of multiplica­ 
tion.

There Is a flower which regards the 
late autumn a s peculiarly its own and 
appears solely at that time. 
It is the 
witch 
hazel, the hamamelis. from 
which the invaluable household rem­ 
edy, witch hazel extract, is made. 
It is a tall shrub, and now, when tile 
leaves are falling, the flowers come In 
clusters in the axils of the bra neb lets. 
They are pale yellow, and the different 
parts are so narrow and curling that 
they are best described by the word 
spidery. 
If the flowers come so late, what of 
the seeds? Stand still a moment and 
wait. What was that which flew from 
the midst of the flowers? That was a 
seed which has been ripening In Its 
pod since the previous autumn. 
The 
pod opened Its mouth, and Its walls 
contracted, pinching the seeds forcibly 
to a great distance from their first 
home. Genuine missiles are they too! 
There is something else which might 
almost be classed among November 
flowers, although It is fruit—the bitter­ 
sweet. In some lonely lane, when the 
leaves have nearly all fallen, one may 
suddenly come to an old fence along 
which climbs a plant bearing dangling 
clusters of gorgeous color. 
The deep 
orange outcoverings have split and an­ 
swer to the calyx. The scarlet cover­ 
ing of the seeds themselves hangs be­ 
low, like any corolla might. 
While all these reluctant flowers 
have been enjoying the sunshine Na­ 
ture has been completing her arrange­ 
ments for comfort through the winter, 
preparing, like the bear, for a long 
sleep lu the mouths when the cold 
winds are keen. 
Some, like our com­ 
mon blue violet and the Solomon’s seal, 
have stored up nourishment under the 
ground in root stalks. 
Others have 
{lacked young buds aud food in a corm, 
like the Indian turnip or Jack-ln-tbe- 
pulpit, or in a bulb, like the lily. The 
trees aud exposed shrubs have already 
a coat of bark, but they are in waiting 
with a store of buds for the spring. 
Through the summer each was busy 
forming these buds. The sycamore or 
plane tree found a hollow at the base 
of each leaf aud placed the little new 
buds so the stems of the mature leaves 
would tit o\er them like a fool's cap 
until layer by layer each bud was com­ 
pleted and cloaked for the cold.

women ore rigidly excluded by Hie reg­ 
ulations of the service. The plan Is to 
employ them merely in shore hospitals. 
There are about a hundred trained 
nurses in the army corps. The navy 
will have fifty to begin with, it is 
thought, that number being sufficient 
to provide a few for each of the shore 
hospitals. They will be recruited as 
the war department recruits its nurse 
corps, by subjecting applicants to a 
rigid ordeal of examination not only as 
to their knowledge of the business, but 
also in regard to their fitness physical­ 
ly and otherwise for the work re­ 
quired of them. Their pay, $100 a 
month, will be sufficiently high to at­ 
tract many times os many candidates 
as can be employed. 
The fifty nurses or thereabouts re­ 
cruited for the navy will be, every one 
of them, first class experts. They will 
be graduates of institutions, of which 
there are quite a number in tlds coun­ 
try, which require several years of 
training In hospital and other work as 
a preliminary to the granting of a di­ 
ploma. 
Most of them 
will know 
enough about medicine to prescribe for 
patients in emergencies and if need be 
to diagnose, a much morn difficult 
branch of the doctor’s business. 
Tile employment of women nurses In 
military establishments is a new de­ 
parture I lint is likely to be watched 
with Interest by foreign powers. This 
country was the first to organize n fe­ 
male nurse corps as an adjunct to its 
military service. In England, however,

Down among its leaves it has spilt 
its seed pods iii three piece*, each of 
which curls and folds together so the 
seeds lying upon them are pinched and 
forced out with such vigor that they 
shoot several feet away. 
Tills is au 
evidence or Nature’s provision. 
Anj 
young plant chancing to start up wil 
not interfere with its parent, which 
springs and spreads year by year from 
Its root stalk lying snugly covered with 
earth. 
The root stalk has scales and buds, 
some of which devote their energies to 
the shoots above ground, others to 
strengthening the mother stalk, so It 
would indeed be a task to grub them 
out entirely, even if one desired to do 
so. 
To return to the more visible blos­ 
soms which we kuow and love so well, 
they are evidently created to use aud 
to be used by small Insects- small 
bees. 
There are the brilliant adver­ 
tising color, the down on the petnls to 
ald the small creatures and the well 
marked roadway of dark lines leading 
down from the opeu door into the 
honey cup, the reddish knot below the 
flower which children like to nibble 
because it is sweet. Even the curving 
stem and the shape itself point to the 
fact that it was intended to be ferti­ 
lized by visiting insects which in their 
journeys carry pollen from one bloom, 
dust it on the pistil of the next mid 
thus aid the great work of multiplica­ 
tion. 
Yet it is these little Cinderella 
buds which work so hard and shoot 
from these November pods. 
There is a flower which regards the 
late autumn as peculiarly its own and 
appears solely at that time. 
It is the 
witch 
hazel, 
the 
hninanielis. 
from 
which the Invaluable household rem­ 
edy, witch hazel extract, is made. 
It is a tall shrub, and now, when tile 
leaves are falling, the flowers come lu 
clusters in the axils of the branchlets. 
They are pale yellow, and the different 
parts are so narrow and curling thut 
they are best described by the word 
spidery. 
If the flowers come so late, what of 
the seeds? Stand still a moment and 
wait. What was that which flew from 
the midst of the flowers? That was a 
seed which has been ripening In its 
pod since the previous autumn. 
The 
pod opened its mouth, and its walls 
contracted, pinching the seeds forcibly 
to a great distance from their first 
home. Genuine missiles are they too! 
There is something else which might 
almost be classed among November 
flowers, although it is fruit—the bitter­ 
sweet. 
In some lonely lane, when the 
leaves have nearly ull fulleu, one may 
suddenly come to an old fence along 
which climbs a plant bearing dangling 
clusters of gorgeous color. 
The deep 
orange outcoverings have split and an­ 
swer to the calyx. The scarlet cover­ 
ing of the seeds themselves hangs be­ 
low, like any corolla might. 
While all these reluctant flowers 
have been enjoying the sunshine Na­ 
ture has been completing her arrange­ 
ments for comfort through the winter, 
preparing, like the bear, for a long 
sleep in the mouths when the cold 
winds are keen. 
Some, like our com­ 
mon blue violet and the Solomon’s seal, 
have stored up nourishment under the 
ground in root stalks. 
Others have 
packed young buds aud food in a corm, 
like the Indian turnip or Jack-in-tbe- 
pulpit, or iii a bulb, like the lily. 
The 
fret's aud exposed shrubs have already 
a eout of bark, but they are in waiting 
with a store of buds for the spring. 
Through the summer each was busy 
forming these buds. 
The sycamore or 
plane tree found a hollow at tile base 
of each leaf aud placed the little new 
buds so the stems of the mature leaves 
would tit oxer them like a fool’s cap 
until layer by layer each bud was com­ 
pleted and cloaked for the cold. Then 
little bv little the tired, used up leaf on 
*op was loosened, thread by thread, 
f.ntil it fell exhausted to the ground. 
The horse chestnut cloaked her buds 
and spread over them a sticky, gummy 
waterproof. 
The oaks, although their young buds 
were prepared, refused to allow the 
leaves to depart so readily and clung 
to them into the xvinter. 
Perhaps it 
was because the oak is naturally slow, 
or perhaps it is more used to colder 
climates and xvishes the best protec­ 
tion for its babies. However, the king 
of the forest is a safe guide, for, un­ 
like the m ore.flighty trees, you will 
never And him, tempted by an unusual 
supply of warmth, bursting into bud 
in any unseasonable month. 
Now the supreme moment has come. 
Nature has carried all her flowers and 
fruits through a season of reproduc­ 
tion. and all is ready for a rest before 
beginning the work of the next spring. 
The cold autumn rains descend and 
put the ground and everything about 
into a proper condition for the frosts 
and the snows.

H ER E Is a providence in Na­ 
ture which tills all emergen­ 
cies and exigencies, for In 
natural life everything does 
not follow an exact routine. 
Each in­ 
dividual plant, lf not already formed 
in the fashion which will enable it to 
live and multiply with the greatest 
facility, adapts itself little by little 
generation by generation, until it has 
fitted itself to the situation. 
Thus in 
time there comes to be un economy, a 
utilization of existing forces, in the 
natural production of the various spe­ 
cies which Is, to say the least, ex 
tremely Interesting. Each shape, each 
form, acquires a distinct meaning. 
Nor is Nature parismonious in her 
economy. 
Yon will never catch her 
napping or with insutlicieut supplies 
{She is In many respects like the man 
in the fairy story with the never 
empty purse. 
If Jack Frost nips tin* 
leaf buds when they have been too 
hasty In the spring, she has a hidden 
supply of material for new ones tucked 
away for occasions like this, and the 
trees are not compelled to walt very 
long to be rehabilitated In green. It is 
a pity that she is not so lavish with 
her peach and apple fruit buds, so tile 
next crop could be predicted with 
greater certainty. 
Healthy trees which have been de 
muled of their foliage by the tussock 
moth caterpillars, with the bundies of 
yellowish white fuzz uloug their backs, 
often, when given a short rest from 
the ravages of tile moths, put forth 
young shoots from hidden buds as if 
it were spring und not fall. 
Take a walk in the woods and fields 
In November and see w hat evidence 
may be procured on these points. Yen 
iv III find it few floorers which have 
bloomed through the summer aud are 
still trying to withstand the severity

Now, at the edge of 
common blue violet 
our lawns in the spring comes to us on 
the sunny slopes along tile southerly 
exposed bunks to watch wlot< r. 
Even more modest than aver. it snug 
gles closely to the sturdier green lea* cs 
and easily survives the first light fall 
of snow. 
In defiance to the cold it 
now fires its small guns, with seeds as 
its bullets. 
Down among Its leaves it lias split 
its seed pods in three pieces, each of 
which curia and folds together so t lie 
seeds lying upon them are pinched and 
forced out with such vigor that t h e y 
shoot several feet away. 
This is nu 
evidence or Nature's provision. 
An? 
young plant chancing to start up WI) 
not Interfere with its parent, which 
springs and spreads year by year from 
its root stalk lying snugly covered with 
earth. 
The root stalk has scales and buds. 
some of which devote their energies to 
tin* shoots above ground, other* to 
strengthening the motlier stalk, so it 
would indeed tie a tusk to grub them 
out entirely, even if one desired to do 
so. 
To return to the more visible blos­ 
som* which we know and love so well, 
they are evidently created to use and 
to be used by small Insects- small 
bees. 
There are the brilliant adver­ 
tising color, the down on the iictnls to 
ald tile .small creatures and the well 
marked roadway of dark lines leading 
down from the ojien door into tile 
honey cup. the reddish knot below the 
dower which children like to nibble 
because it ie sweet. 
Even the curving 
stem and the shape itself point to the 
fact that it was Intended to be ferti­ 
lized by visiting insects which in their 
journeys carry pollen from one bloom. 
dust it on tin* pistil of tile next aud 
thus aid the great work of multiplica­ 
tion. 
Yet it is these little Cinderella 
buds w hic Ii work so hard and shoot 
from these November {anis. 
There Is a dower which regards the 
late autumn as peculiarly its own und 
appears solely ut that time. 
It is the 
witch 
hazel, 
the 
batuameiis, 
from 
which the Invaluable household rem­ 
edy, wit cb hazel extract, Is made. 
It is a tall shrub, aud now, when tile 
leaves are falling, the flowers come in 
clusters in tile axils of the branehlets. 
They are pale yellow, and the different 
parts ure so narrow aud culling Hut 
they are best described by the word 
spidery. 
If tho flowers conte so late, what of 
tile seeds? 
Stand still a moment and 
walt. What was that which flew from 
the midst of the flowers? That was a 
seed which has been ripening In Its 
jkhI since the previous autumn. 
The 
]>od opoued Its mouth, and its wails 
contracted, pinching the seeds forcibly 
to a great distance from their first 
home. Genuine missiles ure they too! 
There is something else which might 
almost be classed among November 
flowers, although it is fruit—the bitter­ 
sweet. 
In some lonely lane, when the 
leaves have nearly ull fallen, one may 
suddenly corno to an old fence along 
which climbs a plum bearing dangling 
clusters of gorgeous color. 
The deep 
orange outcoverings have split and an­ 
swer to the calyx. 
The scarlet cover­ 
ing of the seeds them selves Lungs be­ 
low, like uuy corolla might. 
While all these reluctant 
flowers 
have been enjoying the sunshine Na­ 
ture has been completing her arrange­ 
ments for comfort through the winter, 
preparing, like the bear, for a long 
sleep in tile mouths when the cold 
winds are keen. 
Some, like our com­ 
mon blue violet und the Solomon’s seal, 
have stored up nourishment under the 
ground in root stalks. 
Others have 
{tacked young buds und food in a corm, 
like the Indiun turnip or Juck-iu-the- 
pulpit, or iii u bulb, like the lily. 
The 
trees aud existed shrubs have already 
a cout of burk, but they are in waiting 
with a store of buds for the spring. 
Through the summer each was busy 
forming these buds. 
The sycamore or 
plane tree found a hollow at the base 
of each leaf aud placed the little new 
buds so the stems of the mature leaves 
would tit over them like a fool's cap 
until layer by layer each bud was cals* 
pleted and cloaked for the cold. 
Then 
little by little the tired, used up leaf ou 
‘op was loosened, thread by thread, 
flu til It fell exhausted to the ground.

quired of them. 
Their pay, $100 a 
mon til, will Ik- sufficiently high to a t­ 
tract many times as ninny eaudidntes 
as etui be employed. 
The fifty mi^Hcs or thereabouts re­ 
cruited for tin* navy will be, every one 
of them, first class experts. They will 
be graduates of institutions, of which 
there are quite a number in tills coun­ 
try, which require several years of 
training in hospital and other work as 
a prelim I nary to the granting of a di­ 
ploma.

know 
enough aliout medicine to prescribe for 
patients in emergencies and lf need be 
to diagnose, a much uioro difficult 
branch of the doctor's business. 
Tin- employment of women nurses In 
military establishments is a new de­ 
parture that Is likely to lie watched 
with interest by foreign powers. This 
country was tin* first to organize a fe­ 
male nurse corps a* tin adjunct to its 
military service. In England, however. 
women nurses are employed to teach :
